HEAR BRIDE'S SIDE 


Man Who Was Divorced and 
Wed Divorcee Expected ‘“De- 
fault”’ Hearing, but Is Quizzed. 


Edward Joos. a contractor, of 1241A 
Sidney street, went to Circuit Judge 
Grimm’s court yesterday, expecting to 
have his divorce suit against’ Frieda 
Joos heard. “by default,;”:> as his wife 
had not entered her appearanée,. but he 
encountered resistance. Someone had 
supplied the Court with information con- 
cerning Joos and the Judge sent for 
the papers in two divorce cases. One 
was a ‘suit by Mary Joos against Ed- 
ward Joos and the other was by Frieda 
Muelhausen against Charles Muelhausen. 
“In the Mary Joos case Mrs. Muel- 
hausen was named as corespondent, and 
in the Muelhausen case Edwaré Joos 
was mentioned as corespondent in the 
husband's cross-bill. The cross-bill, 
however, Was not pressed and Mrs. 
Muelhausen obtained a divorce Dec. 16 
last. Mrs. Mary Joos also won a 4i- 
vorce. 

Then her former husband and Mrs. 
Muelhausen Were married last January. 
They lived together six. months, when 
Joos sued her for divorce, alleging his 
wife had an ungovernable temper. He 
testified she struck him and that she 
bit him on the arm. She also confided 
to him she had found someone she liked 
better, he said. 

After Joos’ lawyer had questioned 
him, Judge Grimm, referring to the 
files in other cases, began a 15-:nin- 
ute cross-examination. _The witness 
was asked about his acquaintance 
with his wife before he married her 
and whether he had courted her be- 
fore hée was divorced. He admitted 
he knew her.

The lawyer objected to the Court 
asking the witness about anything 
prior to the plaintiff's marriage. The 
objection was overruled on the 
ground that such evidence affected 
the credibility of the § witness. 
“Any further objection you make to 
a similar inquiry will be overruled,” 
the Judge added.

Hubert Satchwell, 
shot in the back at 
streets at 11:15 a. m. 
cording to his statement, 
cast a fraudulent -vote. Satchwell told 
the police the shooting was done by 
William Barth, a wall paper dealer of 1 
North Third street and proprietor of a 
rooming house on the second and third 
floors of that building. 

After the shooting the rooming house 
was searched by the police and slips 
containing names of all voters regis- 
tered in the First Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward were found. Satchwell had lived 
there three weeks. 

Pau] Henault, another roomer, cor- 
roborated Satchwefi’s story of the shoot- 
ing. He said Barth handed slips of 
paper to the roomers and ordered them 
to cast fraudulent votes. 

Barth Makes Denial. 

Barth was arrested at the rooming 
house. He declined to make any state- 
ment except that he knew nothing 
about the shooting. A revolver with 
four cartridges and one empty shell was 
found in his wallpaper store. 

Satchwell, after being shot, ran four 
blocks to a drug store at Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, where a policeman 
found him. He is at the city hospital 
in a serious condition. He said Barth 
tried to force him to vote and when he 
refused to do so on the ground that he 
was not registered, Barth shot him as 
he walked away. 

Detectives found Henault at the room- 
ing house. He gave them their first 
intimation that Barth's rooming house 
‘had been used as a colonizing place for 
illegal voters. 

This morning, Henalt said, Barth gave 
him a small] white slip of paper with an 
Irish name on it and told him to go 
to the precinct polling place at 310 
Market street and vote that name. He 


| also jnstructed him to vote the entire

Henault said Satchwell replied that 
he appreciated the free lodging, but he 
wouldn't commit a crime for anybody. 

Satchwell turned to walk away and 
Barth shot him, Henault said. 

Thomas Steele and James Quinn, lodg- 
ers of the rooming house, told detectives 
Barth also had given slips to them and 
ordered them to vote the Democratic 
ticket and scratch all the amendments. 
Steele said Barth struck him in the face 
when he refused to vote. These men 
said the only furnishings in the rooming 
house were iron beds, and the place 
had been in operation only a short time, 
being what is termed a “mushroom 
hotel.” 

Quinn. told the ‘dnadilives that Barth 
gave him five drinks of whisky this 
morning and promised to pay him $2 for 
his vote. He said he voted the name 
Oliver J. Denny and then returned to the 
rooming house.

SHIP SAILS WITH 
$300,000 IN FOOD 
FOR THE BELGIANS 


Dehier Raise Prices $30,000 
When They Eearn Rockefeller 
Money Is Loose. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3—The American 
steamship Massapequa, chartered and 
loaded by the Rockefeller Foundation to 
convey food to starywing Belgians, sailed 
for Rotterdam this afternoon. The Mas- 
sapequa, with a cargo representing an 
expenditure of $300,000, is the first of sev- 
eral ships of sail for Betgian relief at 
the expense of the foundation. 

Less than 36 hours were required for 
loading, the stevedores working | night 
and day. The original estimate of the 
cost of the cargo was increased by 
about $30,000 by reason of heavy pur- 
chases and a sudden advance in the 
market price when sellers learned that 
Rockefeller money was being spent. 

The Massapequa is expected to make 


the trip to Rotterdam in about 16 days. 

Those who are able to pay will be 
charged actual cost price for the food 
and to others it will be distributed free.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The duration of the war is one of the most vital 
of all topics at the moment, and produces the widest diversity of opinion. 
Military experts who write for the newspapers have refrained from com- 
mitting themselves to prophecies on that subject, and at the service clubs, 
military and naval officers declare themselves without data on which to 


found a definite opinion. 


But the prevalent view among this class is that, 


by present appearances, Lord Kitchener’s original view that the war will 
last two years is likely to be verified. 

The underlying assumption, in all cases, is that the allies are certain 
to win, but that when the Germans are driven back to the Rhine defenses, 
a war will begin beside which their stand on the Aisne will have been 
{inconsiderable, and that the end can come only through Germany's com- 


plete exhaustion. 


On the eastern end, Germany’s lines of defense against the Russian 
advance are regarded as equally formidable and though, of course, there 
may be a German debacle, military men hardly take such an eventuality 


into their calculations. 

Major-General Sir Alfred Turner, K. 
Cc. B., than whom few militarists have 
greater knowledge of the German army, 
takes a different view, and his reputa- 
tion entitles what he says to the fullest 
weight. 

Hopes for Quick Conclusion. 

;Any opinion as to the duration of 
war former to the present juncture 
must be based on hypothesis,’’ he said 
today. ‘‘Personally, however, I believe 
the campaign in the Western theater 
should be practically ended by the first 
of the year, although the terms of 
peace probably will not be arranged un- 
til spring. 

‘In the next two months, as I see it, 
the allies should be able to push the 
Germans behind their line of fortresses 
on the Rhine and keep them there. 
Then the Rusisans will simply roll down 
to Berlin, which t..y hope to reaéh on 
or shortly after New Year. 

“Should the present German move- 
ment toward Calais succeed, which I 
think out of the question altogether, the 
Germans would be in a position eve» 
more perilous than the one they now oc- 
cupy, for their lines of communication 


would be almost untenable. 
Must Count the Dead. 


“The sacrifice of German manhood 
beneath the wheels of the Kaiser's jug- 
gernaut car cannot continue indefinitely, 
despite the talk of a million voters, It 
js interesting to recall Field Marshal 
von Haseler’s comment on the Kaiser: 
‘His Imperial Majesty never sees the 
dead on the battlefield.’ The time must 
come soon, however, when the German 
Emperor will be forced to consider his 
Gead. It seems to me that when both 
the number of men and the amount of 
funds are insufficient to keep the war 
going, it must come to a far speedier 
termination than is foreseen by the av- 
@ragé Spectator at the present.” 

Commander Carlson Bellairs, a for- 
mer member of Parliament, a lecturer 
at the Royal Naval College and a rec- 
Ognized authority on warfare both on 
land and sea, who during a lecture tour 
in Canada four years ago prophesied 
the present conflict would start by mid- 
Summer of this year, gave the follow- 
ing reply to the Post-Dispatch's ques- 
tion relating to the duration of the war. 

“The impre sion I have formed is 
formed on revent history. Germany is 
united by the successful waging of three 
Wars against Denmark, Austria and 
France, and if we succeed, as we an- 
ticipate doing, in pushing the campaign 
into Germany, then we have to see 
whether the unity of the different states 
of the German Empire will continue 
after it is faced war the first time with 


failure. 
Will Imperial Bond Hold? 


“For instance, Bavaria has a consti- 
tution which even enables her to de- 
clare War separately. In fact, all the 
machinery is in existence which would 
enable smaller German states to bring 
aboyt a detachment from the policy of 
the German empire, controlled by Prus- 
sia. An important factor in this would 
be the well known selfishness of Prus- 
sia; as was shown in the tactics em- 
ployed against the Russians in East 
Pruasia, where are many Junker es- 
tates. 

“If that unity breaks down, this im- 
pression is that the war might be over 
in the summer of 1915. If the unity is 
maintained, we must look Nforward I 
fear, to what now-adags is bonsidered 
a long war. fust how long it is im- 
possible to say. 

"Of course, these considerations don’t 
take into account the possibie interven- 
tion of other Powers, such as Italy, 
Rumania and Denmark. Italy, I under- 
stand, is re-arming her artillery, and 
might be ready by the end of the year, 
though I have read that the actual 
date for her complete rearmament is 
next Spring. 

“It will be in conformity with a suc- 
cessful policy for Italy not to allow her 
- diplomacy to outrun her state of mili- 
Sasy preparations, and until that mo- 
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ment arrives, to maintain a position of 
watchful opportunism. 


ss Expects Little of Navy. 
Being wholly militaristic, Germany 


is blind to the psychological factor in 
human activities, and that blindness 
will become a great help to the allies. 
“Germany has waged war at such 
high pressure that the amount of hor- 
ror concentrated into a few months 
must necessarily have resulted in an 
expenditure of national power on the 


history of war, and, therefore, must 
have its effect in shortening the war. 
I don’t believe that the German navy 
will play any great part in the strug- 
gle. It will remain in its ports for 
many months to come, I think, for it 
has little to ‘gain and much to lose by 
venturing forth.’’ 
“Bobs” Praises. Germans. 

Field Marshal Lord Roberts, the 
“Bobs” of India and South Africa, al- 
though 82. years old, is more active in 
these times than many a younger so)- 
dier. He is doing much to aid in raising 
a great army and to help solve military 
problems. 

Asked his opinion of the progress ot 
the war, he said: 

“The German troops have fought un- 
commonly well and have shown splendid 
organization, and have particularly dem- 
onstrated that they are well staffed. 
But there is every evidence that the 
Germans have’ underestimated our 
strength and power. Most of all, they 
have underestimated our ‘empire power.’ 

“They underestimated, too, the fighting 
value of the British army. They 
thought it small and of not much im- 
portance, but now they have learned 
otherwise. 

Advantage in Tactics, 

“Since the Boer War, the lessons of 
which were well learned by the army. 
our troops have shown vast improve- 
ment. The organization is better, the 
shooting is infinitely superior. When [| 
went to Germany to attend maneuvers 
of the German army, I noticed the close 
formations, and I thought then that 
were we ever to engage in war witii 
Germany, that formation would be to 
our advantage. And so it_has proved 
Our troops employ an exterided ordet 
In battle, and with their good marks 
manship they are able to stop these 
close-formed bodies of Germans, de- 
spite their superior numbers.”’

Daley and Negro Have Trouble. 

There were two disturbances in the 
Seventeenth Ward, where Lawler Daley, 
the Democratic committeeman, is can- 
didate for Constable. At the Twelfth 
Precinct, 3146 Olive street, Daley tore a 
list of voters from the hands of a ne- 
gro challenger employed in the City 
Sanitary Department. The negro said 
he just wished to be bure who was 
voting, but Daley said he was intimi- 
dating voters. 

Election officials in the Twelfta 
precinct of the Seventeenth Ward, at 
3146 Olive street, demanded that the 
police accompany every voter, about 
whom there was doubt, to the ad- 
dresses given by them to verify if 
they lived there. The police said they 
did not have time to do this and ap- 
pealed to the Election Commissionefs, 
who ruled against the order. 

Judges Marked Ballots. 

In the first precinct of the Sixth 
Ward, 306 South Fourth street, and aiso 
in the second precinct, at 2% South 
Second street, the judges of election 
usurped the privilege of voting the con- 
stitutional ballots themselves. They 
handed the voters the tickets containing 
the names of the candidates, while they 
retained the constitutional ballots, and 
marked them to suit themselves. Com- 
plaint was made to the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, and Commissioner 
Wright went to the two polling places 
and put a stop to the practice of the 
judges. . 

Assistant Fire Chief Rucker and his 
son, George Rucker, of 4261 Washington 
avenue, found their names scratched 
from the registration books when they 
went to vote. The election commission- 
ers gave them a letter to the judges, 
asking them to let the assistant fire 
chief and his son vote, as they had lived 
in the precinct for years. 

Election Commissioners Drabelle and 
May went to 2007 Lawton avenue, in the 
cighch precinct of the Seventeenth 
\Ward to straighten out a controversy 
cver the registration of several voters. 
The names of the voters had been 
scratched from one book, but not from 
the other. The commissioners held they 
were entitled to vote. 

Thirty minutes’ delay in opening the 
polls at the Sixteenth Precinct ¢* the 
Sixth Ward, 2 South Jefferson av nue, 
was reported as being due to the action 
of Election Judge Hayes, !n whose pho- 
toegraph studio the balloting was to be 
done. Hayes, the police were told, re- 
fused to have any ballots cast until he 
first had initialed all of them. 

Voters in the Thirteenth Precinct of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward complained that 
the polling place had been removed 
from 6138 Faston avenue to 5167 Easton 
avenue without any notice having been 
posted up to show where the new poll- 
ing place was. 

Policemen removed campaign adver- 
tisements from the coats of judges and 
clerks at the polling place in the Twen- 
tieth Precinct of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward at 1210 Central avenue.

ENTIRE NORTH SEA 


VIRTUALLY CLOSED 
T0 WORLD'S SHIPS 


England, Laying Mines, Advises 
Steamers to Go to English 
Channel for Directions. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The entire North 
Sea has been declared a military area 
and merchant vessels entering it will 
be exposed to the gravest dangers froin 
mines and from the ships which are 
searching vigilantly night and day for 
guspicious craft. 

This action has been taken as a re- 
ply to the laying of mines. by the Ger- 
mans in the waters north of Ireland. 

The Secretary of the Admiralty, makes 
the following announcement of the vir- 
tual closing of the North Sea to traf- 
fic: 

“During the last week the Germans 
have scattered mines . indiscriminately 
in the open sea on the main trade 
routes from America to Liverpool via 
the north of Ireland. 

‘Peaceful merchant ships haye al- 
ready been blown up with loss of life 
by this agency. The White Star liner 
Olympic escaped disaster by pure good 
luck, and but for warnings given by 
British cruisers other British and neu- 
tral merchant and passenger vessels 
would have been destroyed.~ 

Not Laid by War Vessels. 

“These mines cannot have been laid 
by any German ship of war. They 
have been laid by some merchant ves- 
sel carrying a neutral frag, which has 
come along the trade route as if for 
purposes of peaceful commerce and,

‘In these circumstances, having re- 
gard to the great interests entrusted 
to the British navy, to the safety of 
peaceful commerce on the high seas, 
and to the maintenance within the lim- 
its of international law of trade be- 
tween neutral countries, the Admiralty 
feels it necessary to adopt exceptional 
measures, appropriate to the novel con- 
ditions under which this war is being 
waged. 

‘They, therefore, give notice that the 
whole of the North Sea must be con- 
sidered a military area. 

‘All merchant and fighting vessels of 
every description are hereby warned of 
the dangers they ‘encounter by entering 
this area, except in strict accordance 
with admiralty directions. Every effort 
will be made to convey this warning to 
neutral countries. 

Advised to Go Through Channel. 
“Ships of all countries wishing to trade 
to and from Norway, the Baltic, Den- 
mark and Holland are advised to 
come, if inward bound, by the English 
channel and the Straits of Dover. There 
they will be given sailing directions 
which will pass them safely, so far as 
3reat Britain is concerned, up the east 
coast of England to Farne Island, 
wherice a safe route will, if possible, be 
given to Lindesnas lighthouse. 

“By strict adherence to these rules the 
commerce of all countries will be able 
to reach its destination in safety so far‘ 
as Great Britain is concerned, but anv 
straying, even for a few miles, from the 
course thus indicated may be followed 
by fatal consequences.’”’

Samuel Parks, Who Wandered 
From Vera Cruz, Was Ex- 
ecuted by Huerta Men. 


W'ASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The charr24 
bones of Private Samuel Parks, who 
wandered away from the American 
lines at Vera Cruz last May and was 
executed by Mexican Federal soldiers, 
will be sent to his relatives in thi: 
country. 

The remains were returned to Vera 
Cruz yesterday after American official: 
had been permitted to go to Tejeria 
for the body. They found that reports 
made public last summer, but \ncon- 
firmed, to the effect that the soldier 
had been executed, his body dismem- 
bered and then burned, were true/ 

Private Parks rode away from the 
American lines with two army horses, 
while apparently suffering from the ef- 
fects of a sunstroke. A few days later 
two peons returned the horses, lame 
and half starved. It was at once re- 
ported that Parks had been executed, 
but Gen. Maas, then in command vf 
the Mexican army near Vera Cruz, de- 
nied the report. 

The American Government made de- 
mands upon both Huerta and his suc- 
cessor for definite information of the 
fate of Parks. All they received in re- 
Ply was a tag which had been worn by 
Parks, and which was sent to Gen. 
Funston from Mexico City with the 
word that part of a bloody American 
uniform was being held by the Mexican 
War Office. 

Gen.'Funston’s report was as fallows: 

“Through the courtesy of Gen. Can- 
dido Aguilar, the remains of Samu2?] 
Parks, Twenty-eighth Infantry, execut- 
ed by Mexican Federals on the morninz 
of May 7, were received today by Maj. 
Hartsock, Medical Corps, who, accom- 
panied by an embalmer and two men 
of the Hospital Corps, was permitted 
to go to Tejeria for the purpose. There 
was nothing left but a few charre:] 
bones. 

“The place was pointed out by a resi 
dent who sawtv the body being cremate 
after the execution. 

“T will take the usual steps as to 
sending the body to the Unitéd States, 
communicating by cable with the rela- 
tives who have already asked that the 
remains be sent to them.”’ 


GROCER PUT IN ICEBOX

Merchant Shivers 20 Mirutes, 
Then Finds Cooler Priscn 
Isn’t Locked. 

Edwin Reinsmidt was about to close 
his grocery and meat shop, 1 North 
Spring avenue, at 10 o’clock last night, 
when a shabbily dressed man entered 
and asked for a package of smoking to- 
bacco. As the proprietor turned to wait 
on him, the man drew a revolver and 

ordered him into the icebox. 

While Reinsmidt shivered the robber 
searched the store for money.

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| BINDING UP THE WOUNDS OF WAR. 


The Nobel peace prize for 1914—$40,000—will 
be expended in helping to make up to the Bel- 


m gian noncombatants some small part of what 


they have lost through war. The millions of 
this year’s income from the great Rockefeller 
foundation will be devoted to the same appealing 
need and to the relief of distressed noncombat- 
ants.in all the warring countries. 

We doubt whether future years will ever sug- 
gest a better use for these funds, established by 
philanthropy with distinctive ameliorative ends 
in view. Certainly no better use could be found 
for them in this present year of horrors. We 
have thought of the Rockefeller trust as property 
set aside to “promote the well-being of mankind 
throughout the world” by diffusing education and 
conducting research work into the causes of hu- 
mah wretchedness. But when within the exper- 
lence of living men has such an opportunity for 
promoting the well-being of mankind been pre- 
sented, when has wretchedness existed on such a 
scale as now in war-plagued Belgium? A whole 
nation has practically been dispossessed or con- 
tinued in tennancy merely on suffrance. No -Al- 
sace-Lorraine incited these people to revenge. 
They gave-no cause for envious trade rivalries. 
They entered into no compétitions in armaments 
either afloat or ashore. But through no fault of 
their own, at the moment when of all European 
races they were most preoccupied in minding 
their business, woes innumerable descended upon 
and overwhelmed them. 

There is appeal of equal force for every one of 
us in the conditions that have caused the Rocke- 
feller scientists to lay aside microscopes and test 
tubes and devote all their activities to bread and 
butter supply. No stronger claims on the benevo- 
lence of the world will ever be found than the 
claims of the Belgians—of the women, the chil- 
dren, the aged, the infirm of all the devastated 
countries. 
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HOME RULE POLICE. 

Cleveland’s “Golden Rule” police department 
fis responsible to the Mayor not the Governor. 
In New York, Chicago, Detroit—in most of the 
large cities of the country—the department head 
is named by the Mayor. Appointment by the 
Governor was based on an idea long ago shown 
to be fallacious.

‘‘A POLITICAL BLACK JAOCKE.’’ 


P. Simpson writes the Post-Dispatch: “In Fri- 
day’s issue of your paper is a cartoon captioned 
“A Political Black Jack.” Will you please ex- 
plain its meaning and oblige.” 

Many thousand readers must have understood 
what the cartoon meant. For those who did not, 
here are a few plain words: 

At this time, as in 1895-97, when the so-called 
American Protective Association made a stir, 
there is a widespread movement to ‘inject re- 
ligion into politics. The methods used are those 
of the political thug and scandal-monger. In. the 
cartoon he is represented by the brutal figure, 
with the cross as a weapon. Inflamed by preju- 
dice and in a spirit of bigotry, the politico- 
religionist judges and condemns every candidate 
for office by the fact of his church affiliation, re- 
gardiess of the fact that American institutions 
are built upon the doctrine of religious liberty. 

As the Philadelphia Ledger truly says, apropos 
of this movement: 

The bond of citizenship is violated the mo- 
ment a citizen acts in conjunction with his 
fellow church members to discriminate 
against other citizens because they are mem- 
bers of another church. To drag ecclesiasti- 
cism into politics is, therefore, nothing less 
than a species of anarchy—anarchy because 
it is destructive of our form of government. 
In brief, the cartoon expressed the Post-Dis- 

patch’s detestation of all attempts to renew, in 
our day, the bitter antagonisms, based upon dif- 
ferences in creed, that have in past ages deluged 
the world with blood. The politician who reizes 
the Christian cross as a bludgeon for his enemies 
is a public pest.

FEDERALIZED PLAN FOR RAILROADS. 

Facts making it probable that for more efficient 
railroad regulation under the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the country will be divided into dis- 
tricts at no distant date, with a representative of 
the commission in charge of each district, were 
recently brought to public attention by the Post- 
Dispatch. 

President Bl. P. Ripley of the Santa Fe presents 
a very interesting elaboration of the idea. He 
would adapt to the railroad situation the Federal 
plan on which the-new national banking system 
is organized. The interstate railroads of each of 
the proposed districts would be controlled by a 
board constituted on the model of the board con- 
trolling the Federal Reserve banking districts, 


each. 

The parallel between the form of organization 
he suggests and the bank organization Is fairly 
complete. Railroads wholly within states would 
remain under state regulation, just as state banks 
and trust companies remain. The mobilization of 
the railroads’ facilities for service under the one 
plan is as important as the mobilization of bank 
resources under the other. Five costly trains are 
now run over different roads every night between 
Chicago and Kansas City when two would suf- 
fice. In thousands of similar instances, he says, 
economies could be effected by operating all the 
trunk lines of a district jointly, instead of as 
separate units. 

The features of value in the plan are easily dis- 
cerned, Mr. Ripley might have added that the 
economies in operation are less important than 
the economies in finance that would be promoted.

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THE NEW HAVEN INDICTMENTS. 

The indictment under the criminal clause of 
the Sherman anti-trust act of 21 directors of the 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad is the Wilson 
administration’s application of the Wilson doce 
trine that “guilt is personal.” 

The list of names of the men indicted, as well 
of those mentioned as connected with the con- 
spiracy, embraces a number of leaders of finance 
and Big Business. The Government ‘has picked 
shining marks for its attack on conspiracy in 
restraint of trade as a personal crime.

“T thought I would let you know 
what.I am doing,’’ said Magee to Brit-

“Well, I’m thankful for such consid- 
eration, but I'm in no way interested,” 
said Britton, and returned the receiver 
to the hook without further parley.

A cue wizard, has at last suc- 
ceeded in permanently pos- 
sessing the Jordan Lambert 
three-cushion medal, a_ prized 
trophy valued at $1200. De Oro 
realized his life’s ambition at the 
age of 51, and now is recognized 
as the premier player of all time. 
The Lambert trophy, which De 
Oro won recently by beating 
George Moore of New York, 150- 
92, was first competed for in St. 
Louis in December, 1907. The con- 
testants in an open tournament 
were Harry Cline, John Daly, 
John’ Horgan, Lloyd Jevne, Alfred 
De Oro, Thomas Hueston, Frank 
Day, Horace Lean and Joseph 
Capron.

FERD WARNER SUED FOR 
BRIBERY DEFENSE FEE 


Attorney Rowe Says He Brought 
Action After Former Dele- 


gate Worked Against Son. 
Thomas J. Rowe, attorney, and mem- 
ber of the recently dissolved Board of 
Freeholders, has filed suit im Justice 
Walker's court against Ferd Warner, 
former member of the House of Dele- 
gates, to collect $00 he alleges is due 
him as fees for defending Warner 
against a bribery charge in the famous 
Ascher garage bill case. 
This was the case in which the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri set aside Ware 
ner’s conviction because the word “the” 
had been left out of the indictment, 
Rowe, as Warner's attorney, discovered 
the omission of the “the.” The “the” 
the attorney failed to find decided the 
case in Warner’s favor, but this was 
not the specific service on which Rewe 
bases his suit. 
The case was remanded and et the 
second trial, in December, 1908, the jury 
disagreed and was discharged: At a 
third trial, in October, 1910, Warner was 
acquitted. Rowe its suing for fees in 
connection with these trials. He orig- 
inally sued for $250 in Justice Slater's 
court, but after a change of venue Rad 
been taken to Justice Walker’s court, 
he increased the amount of the claim te 
$500. ‘‘I wouldn’t have sued,” sald Rowe 
today, “if I hadn't learned that Warner 
and his friends worked against my son, 
Tom, when he was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Prosecuting 
Attorney.

NEW YORK CITY BANKS 
QUIZZED ON CALL RATES 


Comptroller of Currency Telée 
graphs Inquiry After Hearing 
some Charge Over 6 Pcr Cent. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3—In order to 
find out if national banks in New York 
City are charging over 6 per cent inter- 
est on call loans, Comptroller of the Cure 
rency Willlams yesterday sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to all national banks in 
New York City: 

“Please telegraph this office the high- 
est rate of interest charged by you dur- 
ing the past week on call loans secured 
by bond and stock collateral. Also state 
whether you are at this time charging 
more than 6 per cent in any call loans. 
If you are charging in excess of 6 per 
cent on cal) loans, please advise me 
when you may be reasonably expected 
to reduce the rate of interest to 6 per . 
cent, and also explain what special con- 
ditions, if any, in your judgment, war- 
rant you in charging on such loans more 
than 6 per cent, which, it is understood 
is being adhered to by so many of the 
leading as well as of the small banks is 
New York City.” 

The Comptroller explained that he had 
based his telegram on complaints which 
he had received from New York, but he 
desired to ‘find out for himeelf whether 
any -of the banks have been guilty of 
charging excessive rates of interest. Up 
to this morning he had not received any 
reply from a single national bank, which 
would Indicate that it has been charging

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—Exports from 
the port of New York yesterday totaled 
$4,067,000, While this was more than §3,- 
000,000 less than the corresponding day 
of last week, it was still substantially 
larger than the normal for this periof 
of the year. There were sent abroad 
47,408 bales of cotton. This is the larg- 
est amount shipped for any single day 
since the beginning of the war. 

The activities of the agents of the 
belligerents are making themselves felt 
in practically every branch of trade. 
Wellings, Sears & Co. of Boston have 
an order for 500,000 yards of cotton duck 
from the French Government and is 
said to be making 1,000,000 yards for the 
British army. 

Germany has bought more than 2,000 
bales of cotton in the South in the last 
week. These purchases followed the 
declaration of the British Government 
that cotton in neutral bottoms would 
not be seized. 

In the last six weeks the price of 
American horses available for military 
use in either England or France has ad- 
vanced from $150 to $300 delivered in 
Jersey City. The German Government, 
it ig said, is bidding $80 for the same 
Class of horses delivered in Germany. 

That petroleum exporting companies
